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Citizens For A Planned Greenbelt 
Organize Citywide Membership Drive

Plans for a city-wide membership drive, designed to get all 
of Greenbelt activity involved in the Citizens for a Planned Green¬ 
belt, were announced at a meeting of the CFPG steering committee 
Tuesday night. The drive will get underway May 1. 

Charles F. Schwan Jr., chairman 


of the membership committee, out¬ 
lined preliminary plans for a door- 
to-door solicitation. Those desiring 
to jump the gun may mail their 
contribution to P.O. Box 128, Green¬ 
belt, and a membership card will 
be sent them by return mail. 

Each Greenbelt family will be 
asked to contribute $1 to finance 
CFPG activities. 

Those activities were set forth 
last Thursday by CFPG Chairman 
Ooyd Moore in a letter to each of 
the five County Commissioners. 

Seek Meetings 

Moore asked an audience with 
the County Commissioners for an 
exichange of views about general 
plans for the future growth and 
development of Greenbelt. No 
specific zoning cases would be dis¬ 
cussed. He asked specifically for 
the Commissioners to meet with 6 
or 7 members of CFPG’s Steering 
Committee, and further asked that 
the Ooimty Comissioners set suit¬ 
able times and places for the meet¬ 
ings, 

Moore told the Commissioners 
that the goals of CFPG are “to 
presca:w the fundamental character 
of Greenbcilt as a low-density, 
planned residential communit;/* 
and to insure that its futuie 
growth and development are in ac¬ 
cord with the sentiments of more 
than 1,000 Greenbelters who ap¬ 
peared at the preliminary hearing 
on Master Plan 13 North last July, 
the official goals of the City of 
Greenbelt, and the Greenbelt Mas¬ 
ter Plan. 

CFPG’s program of activity, 
Moore told the commissioners, In¬ 
cludes maintaining constant con¬ 
tact %vith, and soliciting the sup¬ 
port of, elected and appointed of¬ 
ficials in the county, state and fed¬ 
eral governments, providing citizen 
representation at all hearings af¬ 
fecting the development of Green¬ 
belt, and taking legal action when 
required. 

Moore said he was asking for 
the meeting with the Commission¬ 
ers in accordance with that pro¬ 
gram of activity and also with “the 
rig^ht to petition elected represen¬ 
tatives for redress of grievances.” 

Public Invited 

The Steering Committee, in an¬ 
other move to achieve the widest 
possrible community participation 
in CFPG affairs, also renewed its 
invitation to the public to attend 
its meetings. 

The next meeting has been 


scheduled for 8 p.m. Tuesday, 
April 27 in the Municix)al Building. 
By that time, it is hoped, some 
definitive reply may have been re¬ 
ceived from the County Commis¬ 
sioners.

Board members receive a salary 
of $500 per year and officers $750. 
In addition, board members are 
eligible to participate in GHI’s 
group life, hospital, surgical, and 
major medical expense plan for its 
employees. The insurance plan is 
jointly financed with GHI paying 
65 percent of the cost.

City Battles Bresler on 2 Fronts; 

Sets Spring Clean-up for May 3-17

Another confrontation is looming between the city council 
and the local developer, Charles Bresler and associates. At last 
Monday’s council meeting, it was disclosed that a subdivision plat 
for section 2 of Charlestowne Village was filed with Maryland Nat¬ 
ional Capital Park and Planning Commission (MNCPPC). This 
plat calls for 260 units in excess of the number agreed upon in 
the covenant entered into between the city and Bresler at the 
time the land was rezoned. 


Community Relations 
Board Begins Study 

The Community Relations Ad* 
visory Board announced after its 
first meeting that its first concern 
will be to find out what other com¬ 
munities in the county have done 
in this area. At its next meeting on 
Sunday, April 25, at 8:30 p.m. it 
will invite leaders of the different 
groups in town concerned with 
real estate matters. The Board 
stressed that it is an advisory, not 
an action group. 


According to the city's inter¬ 
pretation, the covenant restricts 
the density of the 50-acre tract to 
7 units per acre or a total of 350 
units. (Actually this number is 
high, since the acreage was re¬ 
cently reduced by a 4-acre parcel 
rezoned for a nursing home.) Sec¬ 
tion 1 of Charlestowne Village now 
being constructed consists of 120 
units, to which Bresler plans to 
add another 490 units. 

The MNCPPC has approved the 
subdivision plat, since it only looks 
at the zoning of the land and does 
not take into consideration private 
agreements between municipalities 
and dev^loi>ers. 

The city council reacted im¬ 
mediately to the news, instructing 
its city manager and city solicitor 
to take aU the legal measures 
necessary to prevent the developer 
from building according to the plat 
filed with MNCPPC. 

The council was also disturbed 
that Bresler failed to notify the 
city of his plans, as required ac¬ 
cording to the covenant. Instead, 
the city only learned about the sub¬ 
division plat frrhen MNCPPC noti¬ 
fied it that the plat was approved. 

The council approved a motion 
requesting that MNCPPC notify 
the city immediately when a sub¬ 
division plat is filed so that the 
city would have an opportunity to 
bring to the attention of MN(JPPC 
any relevent facts. 

Court Suit 

The city and Bresler wiM also 
be at odds this week vdien the suit 
filed by the city against Ivy Homes, 
Inc. ^<1 Bc^ood Village, Inc. 
comes before the edreuit court. At 
issue is the rain water runoff from 
the latter properties onto Empire 
Place in the Lakewood develop¬ 
ment. The city contends that the 
developers by rough-grading the 
land and removing trees, shrubs 
and grass has produced excessive 
rain water running off Boxwood 
Village properties into Empire 
Place. The developer had been re¬ 
peatedly asked to rectify the sit¬ 
uation but to no avail.

The Greenbelt Master Plan has 
recommended that the land be re¬ 
tained as low-density residential 
until such time as adequate traffic 
controls can be designed. The prop¬ 
erty lacks accessibility because 
KenUworth and the Beltway are 
restricted access highways. 

The Area 13 Master Plan calls 
for the western half of the Golden 
'Triangle to be zoned C-O-P (Com- 
mercial-office-park) and the east¬ 
ern half to be retained as rural- 
residential. There is, however, no 
official zoning category as C-O-P 
yet. 

Both plans consider the area 
suitable for institutional uses or an 
office park development, if the ap¬ 
plicable zoning classifications axe 
adopted. 

This is the second time that the 
57-acre parcel has been up for re¬ 
zoning. In February 1962, a simi¬ 
lar petition for a C-2 zoning was 
filod. On the motion of county 
commissioner Frank Lastner, the 
petition was iman'mously rejected 
and. instead, the triangle was ap¬ 
proved for R-55 (single-family) 
residential zoning. 


seen at the council meeting when 
new residents of Lakeside Extend¬ 
ed complained that the developer 
was not removing imsightly debris 
accumulated from building opera¬ 
tions. 

Spring Improvesinents 

In keeping with the spring sea¬ 
son, the city council approved a 
series of hou^ecleaning and im¬ 
provement projects. By a 4 to 1 
vote, it authorized $800 for pur¬ 
chase of plans renovating the Cen¬ 
ter Mall. (Councilman Lewis Bern¬ 
stein objected on the grounds that 
priority should 'be given to deter¬ 
mining how the renovation project, 
which could run into thousands of 
dollars, would be financed. 

It approved the construction of 
an additional wall at the west end 
of the Municipal Building to screen 
the air conditioning equipment 
($ 100 ), and a plan for illuminating 
by floodlights the entire front of 
the building ($255). 

Also appropriated was $2,000 to 
pay for appraisal of vacant land 
in the vicinity of Greenbelt Lake 
for purposes of considering ac¬ 
quisition. Another $115 was ap¬ 
proved for purchase of a finger¬ 
print cabinet for the police de¬ 
partment. 

Other Matters 

'The council proclaimed May 
3-17 as Clean Up - Fix Up - Paint 
Up weeks. Administrative Aide 
Ronnie Dick was named coordina¬ 
tor . . . City employees will have 
their 30-day-a-year annual leave 
accumulated on a calendar-year 
basis, instead of fiscal year. . . . 
Officer David M. Brunk was com¬ 
plimented for his courtesy in a 
letter received by a person he 
ticketed.

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Let's Fiaht For Greenbelt 

To the Editor: 

In his letter on the new Citizens 
for a Planned Greenbelt organiza¬ 
tion Mr. Charles McDonald com¬ 
plains that he is a little out of tune 
with the new group. I find myself 
^ trifle out of tune with Mr. Mc¬ 
Donald’s views. 

First, he objected to a “belliger¬ 
ent attitude” that prevailed at the 
meeting toward the revised Area 13 
plan. I noticed intelligent, forth¬ 
right, and articulate concern over 
the CJommission’s arbitrary presen¬ 
tation of its new plan and a firm 
determination that Greenbelt re¬ 
main a planned community. Any 
"'belligerent attitude” was only that 
appropriate to the occasion. 

Second. Mr. McDonald objects 
to criticism of the revised plan 
because it is presented by a tax- 
supported, legally constituted au¬ 
thority. Is it the American tra¬ 
dition never to question a legally 
constituted authority? Since when 
does a commission’s being tax-sup¬ 
ported lift it above scrutiny? Citi¬ 
zens have the right to petition for 
redress of grievances and to make 
their views known to the County 
Commissioners who in turn are 
legally obliged to pass on the work 
of the Commission. 

Third, he feels Liiat we must not 
criticize the Commission but must 
approach them with smiles, kind¬ 
ness, and-it is implied-praise for 
their efforts. While I do not ques¬ 
tion the need for the honeyed 
phrase from time to time, if the 
past is prologue in zoning matters 
the only hope a community has 
lies in making its views known 
loudly, clearly, continually, and 
firmly. Takoma Park residents 
are getting further consideration 
in the location of the Northwest 
Freeway because they picketed, 
had mass meetings, wrote letters, 
made speeches, and were heard— 
not because they passed a resolu¬ 
tion commending Mr. Funk for giv¬ 
ing much thought to destroying 
their community. 

Greenbelt is not just a plain, 
ordinary town. In another hundred 
years it will be a national monu¬ 
ment, and losing it to four-lane 
highways created by greenback- 
centered, fast buck zoning will be 
a loss to many more people than 
the few of us who presently live 
here. If we are to keep Greenbelt 
we have to fight for it, loudly, 
clearly, and aggressively now, and 
iater at the polls.

Interior Dept. Lists 
Jaeger Tract Moves 

The following letter to William 
J, Avrutis was released for 
publication by the Department 
of Interior, 

April 12, 1965 

SecrHary Udall request<Hi that 
we reply to your letter of March 10, 
and express his appreciation for 
your continuing interest in the pro¬ 
tection of Greenbelt Park. 

We are uncertain as to our next 
move in this matter. The existing 
situation is clearly deleterious to 
the public interest in Greenbelt 
Park, but our present authoriza¬ 
tion and jurisdiction in the area do 
not seem to offer a suitable means 
of correcting the problem. From 
the standpoint of developing Green¬ 
belt Park as a unified and work¬ 
able park, the following (in order 
of desirability) are possible solu¬ 
tions to the problem: 

1 . Purchase of the Jaeger tract 
by the United States for addition 
to Greenbelt Park. This would re¬ 
quire time-consuming legislation, 
and, based on present zoning, 
would probably prove to be too ex¬ 
pensive to justify. (Similarly, con¬ 
sidering the cost involved and the 
limited benefits that would he 
gained, scenic easements are prob¬ 
ably not feasible.) 

2 . Acquisition of the tract by the 
United States through the trade of 
other United States property at 
another location. This would also 
require authorizing legislation. 

3. Work out with the tract owner 
as compatible a site design as is 
possible under the existing condi¬ 
tions and negotiate a land trade 
at the site (i.e., give a piece of 
Greenbelt Park and receive a piece 
of the Jaeger tract) that would 
reduce to a minimum the undesir¬ 
able impact of the high-rise, high- 
density development, and that 
would minimize the physical intru¬ 
sion of the developed area with the 
Park. 

We will continue to explore these 
and any other possible avenues of 
solution to this problem. In this 
connection, we will also consider 
possible action towards acquisition 
of the eight acre tract on Good 
Luck Road. 

Thank you for your interest in 
this and for all your efforts on the 
public’s behalf.
